Shocking Scenes at "Starvation Farm" 


Causes Enquiry By Illinois State

cago, where eleven men and women, 
practically lumg skeletons, are pay- 
ing S30 a week for the privilege for 
trying to subsist on water alone 


"Some of them have not tastad a 


morsel of food for forty-two days and 
are shockingly emaciated. 
The back 


yard of the "sanitarium" is shut off 
from the public by a high board tence 
and on cots In the jard lay five men, 
nude, their ejes sunken and their ribs 
and other bones almost protruding 
tlirough their parchment like skin. 


Inside 
the 
three-story 
building, 


placed on cots before windows where 
the sun may shine upon them, were

Pueblo Indians, done to th« teatlng 
of tom-tom*, will continue. 
To thes* rewBklnJ the dance sym- 
bolizes a form of worship. And for 
a government to attempt to legislate 
religion 
Is 
not 
only against 
the 
American constitution but Is folly as 
well. 
So say those close to the famous 
southwestern tribe, and so intimate 
members of Pueblos, too. 
What Easter signifies to tho Chris- 
tian world, what the Feast of Pass- 
over Is to the Jews, so is the snake 
dance to the Red' Man. 
And what ia this dance that has 
aroused curiosity of non-Indians for 
years, and that recently has attracted 
widespread 
attention 
because 
of 


Commissioner Burke's ruling. 
Burke's Don. 
Charles H. Burke, 'head of the IT. 
S. Bureau of 'Indian Affairs, has ruled 
that certain forms of Indian dance 
mu?t go. 
He declares that pow*pows ana 


dances mean neglect of crops and 
live stock. These dances are held in 
the spring, when plowing- and plant- 
ing must be done, he points out 
Burke believes also the tribal dances 
are a bar to the Indians' advance- 
ment and progress. 
The best known of the Pueblos are 


perha-js the Hopi and Moqui tribes. 
They are regarded direct descendants 
of the famous cliff dwellers. . 
Their snake dance is strictly a re- 


ligious ceremony. It is meant to pro- 
pitiate the gods who control the rain.

COST OF LIVING 


IN VA. SHOWED 


A BIG DECLINE 


BY GEORGE MA>"NISXJ 
WASHINGTON. D C, May 29. — 
The cost of living in the cities of 
Virginia showed fc perceptible de- 
cline in the first quarter of the pre- 
sent year. Prices of nearly all stap- 
le articles of food 
decreased, 
al- 
though clothing and furniture rose 
slightly, while housing costs, fuel and 
light, and miscellaneous items show- 
ed little change. 
The cost of living for the average 


family in the larger cities of the state 
is now more than one-fifth less than 
it was in June, 1920. In KIchmond 
the total decrease has been 20.5 per 
cent, in Norfolk^ 2J3.7 per ,cent._ ^s 
compared'>,i$h.x Srices^a 7 year 
ago, ^ 
there has been a decrease of 1 1 per 
cent in Norfolk, and an increa&e of 
1 ' per cent, in Richmond. The_de- 
crease from December, 1922. to March 
1923, was two-tenths of one per cent, 
m Norfolk, and one-tenth of one per 
cent, in Richmond. 
Detailed figures on retail prices of 
the principal articles of food publish- 
ed in the monthly review of the U- 
S. Bureau of Labor statistics show 
that m both Norfolk and Richmond 
the prices of meats on March 15 was 
in most cases a fraction qf a cent 
h.gher than in the preceding month, 
but somewhat less than on March 
15 last year. 
Eggs were quoted at 32 5 cents per 


dozen in Norfolk, and 32.8 cents In 
Richmond, on March 15. as com- 
pared with 42.6 cents and 46.7 cents 
on Febraary_15, and 27.5 and 2».l 
cents last March. Butter.was high- 
er in bothT cities than on either of the 
previous dates, quotations on March 
15 being 57,3 cents per pound in 
-Norfolk and 65.6 cents in Richmond. 
Flour has remained

As the department of justice has 
already held that the decisions of the 
controller general are final under the 
existing lav/, the only course open to 
Secretary "Weeks and Secretary of the 
Vavy Denby, unless they want to 
abandon the contest ia to carry the 
case to Congress next December and 
seek an amendment to the law. In- 
asmuch as it was the purpose of Con- 
gress in creating the office of con- 
roller 'general to set up an agency 
ndependent of the executive depart- 
ments, there Is considerable doubt 
whether it will be willing to amend 
the law. Furthermore, Mr McCarl's 
;erm of office still has about 13 years 
:o run and he is showing no disposi- 
tion to retire. 
The whole dispute revolves around 
Mr. McCarls construction of the law 
enacted by Congress adjusting the 
pay and allowances of officers in the 
army and navy and marine corps. For 
years under the old law and -under 
the new one enacted only last sum- 
mer, it has been the practice of the 
war and navy departments to pay al- 
lowances to officers for -dependent 
parents. The only evidence officers 
were required to present under the 
old ruling of the treasury department 
was a certificate declaring the de- 
pendency. 
Officers had been draw- 
ing this allowance in monthly instal- 
ments without question either by the 
army or navy paymasters or by the 
Treasury officials. 
Mr. McCarl ordered the
